municips!. As matters at present 
stand there is not.s governing 
body in the southern Colony 
which does not have an oficial 
majority, from the Executive and 
Legislatives Council to 
Sanitary Board, and with regard 
to the first two they combine 
their legislative powers with the 
duties of municipal control, so far 
aé such matters are referred to 
them. It is difficult to see why 
this request should not be granted, 
not only as e@ matter of con- 
sxenionce to the legislative bodies, 
though if the demand includes 
rounicipal separation Hong- 
kong itself there may be grave 
objections. Again, the institution 
of municipal taxation as distinct 
from Colonix} msy lead to con- 
siderable trouble, particularly in 
regard to the Public Works 
governmental and municipal 
work., It is, _-however, 
apparently quite clear that 
many years will elapse before 
the residents of Hongkong abtain 
an wtnofficial majority on the 
two Councils, which bas been the 
sims of the Constitutional Reform 
Associstion.. The experience’ af 
foreign manicipsl councils out 
East supports theview that they 
would probably: be just as able 
fo manage their owo affairs as 
the Colonial Government.

RELATIONS BETWEEN 
GERMANY AND JAPAN, 


SPEECH fy DR. SOLF. 
7 


Ata meeting in Tokyo on the 
23th ule af the Tokyo Keizaizaku 
Kyokai (Economic Asscciation), 
assambled at tha invitation af 
Baron Sakatani, formerly Minis 
ter of Finance, Dr. Solf, the 
German reprasantative to Japan, 
delirered a speech in German at 
which the following is we transla- 
tion: -- , : 

JAPAN'S GREAT PROGRES. 


Japan has energed from they 


world war asa victor, and now, 
morally and materialis, enjoys 
the froits of her vietory. From 
the chronicles of her more than 
twothousand-years old history 
she has taken over to tha annals 
of tha twentieth dantury the im- 
mortal fame of neverbaving heen 
conquered on land or sea. That 


t }makeaa nation proud and chears 


and spurs the people ro further 
progress. Japan today is ncher 
and! both commercially and in- 
dustrially, of greater importance 
than she was in 1913. Her na- 
tions! debt, too. is smaller 
than it was in}914 a phenomen- 
on standing alona in the history 
of wars, which bears eloqnent 
testimony to the efficiency and 
foresight of those to whose oa 
perianced hands the frances of 
the Empire were entrusted. \

|SFRIKES AND THE PEOPLE. 


CusT OF EUROPEAN 
UNREST. 

Mr. Willian Grsham. MP. 
writes in a Home paper: — 

Confronted as we are with the 
possibility of a complete stoppage 
in British coalfields, and in the 
midst of conditions of grave social 
unrest in Europe, it is important 
thas we should look calmly at the 
cos: of strikes and try to ascertain 
whether. in view of world scarcity, 
high prices. and  penatised 
economic reconstruction, it is 
possible to devise better methods 
for dealing with great industrial 
disputes. The details of the claim 
now made by British miners is 
familior to all, and need not be 
recapitulated. I: is essential to 
remember that if the supply of 
coal is interrupted the floss will 
fall with crusbing weight on this 
country and on Europe at a time 
of exceptional and indeed extra- 
ordinary difficulty. - 


TWO MILLION DaYS GONE, 


Let us look first of all at Great 
Britain. Some grest strikes 
have taken place after periods of 
industrial prosperity, and for 
that reason their disastrous 
effects have been minimised. 
But no such consideration can 
be advanced to-day. Ht is less 
than two years since peace was 
yonchsafed’ to a stricken world. 


There ia still all the dislocation 
of pest-warchaos. Daring Jaly 
almost 150 trade disputes ware 
intimated to the Ministry of 
Labour, in addition to 118 which 
were in progress ab the beginning 
of that month. Over 91,000 
workpeople were affacted, and 
the estimated aggregate duration 
of all the disputes during the 
month was about 903,000 working 
days, a8 compared with 1,250,000 
in June. 


PLIGHT OF THE ENGINEERS. 


If specific British industries 
are taken, it will be seen that a 
coal stoppage will fall upon them 
when they are alreads under- 
roined by unsmployment. No 
calling can be more dramatically 
affected than the enzineering 
trades. Atthe end of July the total 
number of men and women in 
the United Kingdom. engaged in 
these industries who were claim- 
ing unemployment benefit was 
45,718. If Scottish conditions 
are taken as an illustration it 
was intimated that there was no 
appreciable improvement at 
Glasgow, although in otber parts 
of thé’ conntry. employment was 
fairly good. British shipbuilding 
did not compare favourably with 
the standard of the previous 
month, and shortage of materials 
affected Scotland and the North 
of Englsnd. "Io other trades 
upon which the prosperity of the 
people rests there was circom- 
stances of even greater. anxiety.
